. The riot was an outgrowth of long

/cen two factions, 


each of which hat tried to control the 
church. 


Just how the fight began, or who be- 


gan It, Is not known. The church was 
crowded, anil the collectors were mak- 
ing their usual rounds. It Is asserted 
that several women stuvted the trou- 
ble. There was a brief interval, filled 
with angry, excited exclamations, aud 
then, as the priest, 
Father Hollar, 


sprang to his feet with'a remonstrance, 
the whole congregation seemed to be 
fighting right and left. 


Attack -the Police. 


In a few minutes a patrol wagon 


filled with policemen whirled up to the 
church and the patrolmen entered th» 
edifice, which was filled with th» 
sounds of tumult. The men had been, 
penned In by a cordon of angry wom- 
en, who pelted the stronger sex with 
clenched hands and books. 


By the time tho police arrived some 


of the combatants had fled to the 
street. As the policemen entered the 
church those on the outside returned 
to the fight, armed with clubs, stones, 
and revolvers. Those within left off 
fighting with each other and unitedly 
beset tho police. Those from without 
fired Into the patrolmen from the rear. 


Priest Escapee Injury. 


Women and children cried out Id 


terror at the sight, and many men ran 
from tho church or leaped out of th« 
windows. Then the policemen drew 
revolvers and threatened to shoot un- 
less order prevailed. Tho affrighted 
combatants ceased fighting and the po- 
licemen began to make arrests. Of 
all the scores of persons Injured, none 
had to be taken to a hospital. Father 
Kollar, who entered Into the midst o£ 
the fighting In an effort to calm his 
parishioners, escaped uninjured. Many 
arrests were made during the day.

Intemperance Is no new evil. From

Horace wrote so charmingly of Fal- 
lernlan wine. Whiskey also has been 
apostrophized.

No 
rhapsodlst has appeared, 
however, 


to laud the charms of beer.

Is nothing poetic about beer. It Isn't 
a poetic word. 
One might as well 


attempt a lyric on sauer kraut.

AS TO-MOUNDS 


Believes Wisconsin Builders Wore the 


Ancestors of the Winno 


bngo Indians. 


Dr. Stephen U. Feet, editor of the 


American 
Antiquarian 
at Chicago, 


has theories as to flip "Mound Build- 
ers In Wisconsin." 
Ho attempts to 


show that the well known mounds of 
the state may bo reasonably attribut- 
ed to tho ancestors of the Wlnne- 
bago Indians. Dr. Pool was brought 
up In Milwaukee, graduated at Belolt 
and has studio:! archaeology all his 
life. 
He Is about to add five chap- 


ters tc his book. "Mound Builders." 
published ten years 
ago. 
Other 


Books of his are 
"EfflKy 
Mounds." 


"G'llff Dwellers" and "Ruined Cities 
of Mexico. 


Ten Clans In Wisconsin 


Dr. Peot has drawn a map to show 


that In Wisconsin wore located about 
ton clans of mound bulldors. all be- 
longing to one tribe. Tho peculiarity 
of this tribe was that Its totem, or 
tribal sign, was a different bird or 
boast for each clan, and that these 
were made In earth mounds that can 
still bo easily traced by one who 
looks at those outlines. " Wisconsin, 
Is. the only placo In the world where 
tho totom, or figuratively speaking, 
the Hag of the tribe was made on 
tho ground In this way. The mounds 
are from a few foot to l.OOf) foot In 
length, and tho highest are throe to 
four t'».'et. 
Among the different ani- 


mals .represented by the tribes arc 
boar, doer, wildcat, buffalo, panther, 
wolf, squirrel, pigeon 
and weasel. 


Thfso are not Imaginary outlines, 
but are proven by surveys to bo ac- 
curate 
representation):. 
Moreover, 


tho various animals aro not always 
In the same 
position but assume a 


groat variety of positions. 


Central Camp of Tribe 


These mounds are found north and 


south of .Milwaukee, 
nt 
Waukeshn. 


Belolt, Indian Ford. Madison. Bara- 
bro. Arena. 
Portage. 
Koshkonong. 


Fox Hlvor. Wost 
Bond, along tho 


Wisconsin river, fJroen Lake and at 
many other places.. 
The 
central 


camtf of the tribe, north of, Fort At- 
kinson, nnd south of Lake Mills, has 
for years been known as Altaian. 


Tho objects of 
building 
these 


mounds were many. 
They 
wore 


h'.illt around villages and had brush 
on thorn to add to tholr protection. 
They wore usod as sepulchres. 
Tho 


making of them was a part of their 
religion. 
Kong mounds wore built 


at suitable places as same drives and 
tho builders shot buffalo 
and deer 


from the thicket as the game passed 
along the path made for It. 
Intag- 


lios or holes were dug In which to 
store grain. 


Ancestors of Wlnnebagoes 


That the tribe that 
built these 


mounds were ancestors of the Win- 
nobagocs 
Is believed 
by Dr. Poot. 


The bones of the mound builders are 
like those of the Wlnnebagoes. The 
Wlnnebngoos aro a branch of the Da- 
kotas. 
They wore driven down the 


Ohio and migrated up tho Mississippi 
At Baraboo Is an olllgy or mound of 
a man with one leg pointing south. 
This Is an Imago of tho anti-natural 
god of tho Dakotas,. who had one 
leg. was always cold, and whoso pop- 
ular 
sport was 
shooting 
frogs. 


There Is another proof 
that " the 


mound builders of Wisconsin and tlio 
Wlnnebagoes. and Dakotas, 
have a 


common origin. 
At a mound build- 


ers village on the Wisconsin, river. 
Is found tho effigy of! a rain god. or 
thunder bird, that Is found In Ohio, 
where tho tribe came from. 
This 


Is the samo as the; rain god of tho 
Dakotas. which Is represented with 
wings drooping. 
To 
tho present 


time. Investigations make 
It plain 


to Dr. Poot that the 
Wlnnobagoes 


long ago built the Wisconsin mounds.

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YISITS RUINED CITIES 


EXPLORER DISCOVERS MUCH OF 


AZTEC 
CIVILIZATION. 


Teobert Maler Has Been Able to Re- 


construct a Very Good Picture of 
One of the Smaller Cities of the 
Period—Curiosities of Sculpture. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Another chapter has been added to 


the exploration of the ruined cities of 
•Central America, once the scats ot the 
strange Aztec civilization destroyed by 
•Cortez nearly five centuries ago, in 
the recently published report of Teo- 
Tiert Maler, who for several years has 
•been conducting researches among 
these ancient ruins In the Interests of 
the Peabody Museum of Archeology 
and Ethnology at Harvard university. 


Mr. Moler's explorations stretched 


over three years, and were carried on 
•mainly In the Usumntslr.'.ln valley. In 
southern 
Mexico. 
Among the long- 


•forgotten cities which Mr. Mnler visit- 
•ed were Yaxchllan. literally the "City 
•of the Green Stones;" El Cayo. the 
•"Place Where the Banks Arc Strewn 
"With Stones;" "Budsllha," or "Smok- 
ing Water." from the mist rising from 
:an adjacent waterfall; El Chile, so 
•called from the herb from which chile 
sauce Is made; Analtc. named for tho 
•white lilies that flourish on the banks 
of the river; and 
El 
Chlcozapote, 


mamed from a tree which produces n 
•well-known Mexlcnn chewing gum. 


At La Mnr there still remained suffl- 


•ciont evidence of its ancient struc- 
tures to reconstruct a very good pic- 
ture of one of the smaller cities of tne 
.Artec period. The architectural cen- 
ter of the city. It 
wns found, wns 


•formed by two temples, now in ruins, 
•which crowned 
two pyramids, one 


•facing to the east and the other to 
the west. Between the pyramids was 
a wide plaza bordered on the north 
arid south by smaller buildings. Tho 
plaza was originally ornainentwl with 
stelae, one of which, although serv- 
ing only to adorn so small a city as 
"La Mar. Is n splendid specimen of tho 
lest contemporary Aztec sculpture. 


It has been suggested that Ynxchl- 


Ian, the most Important of the ancient 
•cities which Mr. Maler visited, may 
liave been tho town referred to by 
Corter In a letter to his master, the 
Emperor Chariot V, although Mr. Ma- 
ler himself rather doubts the Identifi- 
cation. 


"There must have been heavy rain- 


falls In distant Guatemala and eastern 
Chiapas," says Mr. Maler, In describ- 
ing his approach to Ynxchllan. "for 
the 
Usnmatslntla 
was 
excessively 


Sigh, navlns risen to the very edge 6f 
the high banks, which made progress 
up the river exceedingly difficult. We 
lad 
to 
force 
our 
way 
through 


branches of trees projecting out of tho 
•water, and often we had to use our 
machetes to remove the obstacles Im- 
peding our way. 


"When we rested at night." he con- 


tinues, "we fastened our cayuco to tho 
•branches of a great chlmon and pro- 
tected ourselves and our baggage aa 
•well as we could with oiled cloths 
against the heavy night rain. It wat 
not possible to go on shore, as every- 
thing was flooded. At noon of the sec- 
ond day we finally arrived at the 
ruined city. 


The ancient city, Mr. Maler asserts, 


•wns not a city of streets, but of ter- 
races rising from a water front thnt 
Is slowly and Inevitably being eaten 
away by the turbtilerce of the river. 
Many of the structures were so over- 
grown that they could not be excavat- 
ed, and 'photographs of various parts 
of the nilns had to be taken at spe- 
cial moments when the sun forced its 
•way through the thick foliage. 
Here 


and there were found circular stone 
altar?, probably set up over tho graves 


- of persons of rank. About the temples 


•were many 
beautiful 
stone stelae 


carved on both sides—the side facing 
the temple almost Invarlnbly repre- 
senting the ancient god KetsalUoatl, 
who seem to have been the special 
deity of the city, whlle.the other side 
represented a human figure. 


Perhaps the most remarkable of the 


memorials Mr. Maler discovered Is a 
sculptured lintel which he considers 
tho finest piece of sculpture yet found 
In the city. 
It was done 
in flnc- 


hitman head. 
A serpent with open 


<aws rises from the top of the helmet. 


Here, also. In the temple of Ketsal- 


koatl, much of which Is still standing, 
the explorer found a groat figure of 
the god sitting cross-legged and yet so 
tall that It originally must have al- 
most touched the celling. As a whole 
It Is curiously suggestive of some of 
the Eastern representations of 
the 


Hindoo Buddha. The eyes. also, are 
oblique, like a Chinaman's—two facts 
which are'Interesting In view of the 
theory that America was settled from 
Asia. 
More curious still Is the story 


of the wood cutters who work In the 
neighboring forest and who told Mr. 
Maler that the Indians still come and 
offer sacrifices to this very Image, 
burning Incense In vessels adorned 
with feathers, nnd performing strango 
dances—ono of which In called the 
"Dance of the Toucan" because the 
dancers wear the stuffed skin of this
